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INTRODUCTION. 



To the Members of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana: 

In compliance with an act passed by the Sixty-first General 
Assembly of the State, approved January 16, 1899, the committee 
appointed by the Governor under the provisions of said act sub- 
mits herewith its report, as follows: 

The committee realizes that the value of its report depends upon 
the thoroughness of its investigation, the care and completeness 
of its report and the wisdom of its conclusions. It realizes the dif- 
ficulty of making a report that will convey sufficient information 
to the Legislature without being too voluminous. That some insti- 
tutions seem to be more economically and systematically managed 
than others is not to be questioned. That mistakes have been made 
in the past and are likely to be made in the future in every insti- 
tution, is but a natural conclusion. It is the purpose of the com- 
mittee, however, to avoid either harsh criticism of any institution 
or unnecessary praise. With the earnest endeavor to do justice to 
all institutions it has been the purpose of the committee to deter- 
mine what are the absolute needs, and to discriminate between 
needs which are most pressing and those worthy of consideration, 
but for which there is no urgent demand for immediate provision. 

EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

These institutions—Purdue University, Indiana University, the 
State Normal School, the Institution for the Education of the 
Blind, and the Institution for the Education of the Deaf — are 
graduating more than two hundred students annually, and educat- 
ing in higher branches of learning and in special departments of 
training about 4,000 students. There is invested in real and per- 
sonal property at these institutions $2,267,000, not all of which, 



however, has come from the State, for as will be found elsewhere 
in this report, many liberal endowments have been received from 
other sources. These institutions rank with the best institutions of 
learning in the United States and are under the management of 
some of the ablest men in the nation. 

BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS. 

The seven institutions in this class are caring for 5,796 de- 
pendents of the State, of which 4,512 are insane or feeble-minded, 
the remaining 1,284 being about equally divided between the 
Soldiers' Home and the Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home. It 
is evident that with the increasing number of this class of per- 
sons, the capacity of these institutions must be increased. There 
are now in jails and poor asylums of the State 1,431 unfortunates 
who ought to be within these institutions. The State has invested 
in these benevolent institutions in real and personal property $4,- 
845,006.78. The good accomplished by them with the money thus 
invested can not be estimated. Some of these institutions are more 
crowded than others, and the committee believes that some arrange- 
ment should be made by which patients may be transferred from a 
crowded hospital to one less crowded, or admitted from a district 
in which the hospital is crowded to a less crowded hospital in an- 
other district. 

CORRECTIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

These consist of the State Prison, State Reformatory, Reform 
School for Boys, and Industrial School for Girls and Woman's 
Prison. The number of persons in charge of these institutions is 
2,553. The total value of property, real and personal, is $1,596,- 
671.91. The reformatory idea was introduced into these institu- 
tions but a few years ago and has accomplished most satisfactory 
results. It is the opinion of the committee that the theory of re- 
form has been carried further and with better results in the Prison 
and Reformatory than in the Reform School for Boys or Industrial 
School for Girls and Woman's Prison. The committee believes 
that there is a more productive field in the last two institutions for 
the introduction of the reform idea than in the first two. It is be- 
lieved that more satisfactory results could be obtained in the Indus- 



trial School for Girls and Woman's Prison if the inmates of the 
Industrial School were so separated from those of the Woman's 
Prison as to remove the influence of the latter class from the 
former. "While these institutions should be separated, they might 
still remain close enough together to continue under the same 
management. 

The committee desires to commend in general the management 
of the institutions visited, believing that Indiana now has the 
services of a number of the ablest men in this country at the heads 
of many of these institutions. 



EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

PURDUE UNIVERSITY. 

W. E. Stone, President. 

This institution is located at Lafayette. 
ORIGIN. 

Purdue University was organized under an act of Congress 
passed July 2, 1862. This act appropriated public lands to the 
several States for the purpose of aiding in the maintenance of col- 
leges "where the leading objects shall be, without excluding other 
scientific or classical studies, and including military tactics, to teach 
such branches of learning as are related to agricultural and me- 
chanical arts." The act provides that the State shall establish not 
less than one college as described above, under certain conditions, 
among which are the following: 

First. "No portion of said fund, nor the interest thereon, shall 
be applied directly or indirectly, under any pretext whatever, to 
the purchase, erection, preservation or repair of any building or 
buildings." 

Second. "Any State which may take and claim the benefit of 
the provisions of this act shall provide within five years, at least, 
not less than one college, or the grant to such State shall cease." 

The State, by an act approved March 6, 1 865, claimed the bene- 
fits of said act of Congress and assented to all its conditions and 
provisions. 

The State received and accepted from John Purdue $150,000 
and 100 acres of land, from Amos Heavilon $35,000, and from 
other citizens about $35,000, pledging the faith of the State to 
adequately and perpetually maintain the institution. 



Purdue University was established by an act of the Legislature 
of 1869, and was named in honor of John Purdue in consideration 
of his liberal donation mentioned above; but while bearing his 
name it is entirely under State control. The institution was in- 
formally opened for students in the spring of 1874, and formally 
opened in September, 1874, closing the college year with a total 
enrollment of fifteen in the college department and forty-nine in 
the preparatory department. In 1889 the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station was established here by the United States with an 
annual income from the Government of $15,000, on condition that 
the State would properly provide it with building and lands. Up 
to this date the State has appropriated for the School of Agricul- 
ture $24,000, while the United States Government has contributed 
$150,000.

BUILDINGS. 

University Hall is a large three-story brick structure with a base- 
ment sufficiently high to be used for laboratory purposes. It is 
occupied by the college chapel, the halls of the literary societies, 
library and reading rooms, recitation rooms, and the offices of the 
President of the University and the Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees. 

The Engineering Building is occupied by the departments of 
mechanical and civil engineering. It consists of a three-story brick 
and stone building in front, to which are joined several one-story 
wings. It has a frontage of 388 feet, a depth of 234 feet, and its 
floor space aggregates more than an acre in area. 

Science Hall consists of a two-story front with two wings, and is 
devoted to the work of the departments of biology and chemistry. 



The Art Hall is a two-story brick building of attractive appear- 
ance. The east wing contains the lecture room and studios of the 
art department, while the rest of the building is occupied as a 
dormitory for the women students. . 

The Pharmacy Building, containing about twenty rooms, is of 
brick, two stories high, with one-story extensions. 

The Men's Dormitory is a large four-story brick building which 
furnishes accommodations for ninety students. 

The Electrical Building is devoted to the departments of en- 
gineering and physics. It is a beautiful three-story structure of 
dressed stone and brick. 

The Agricultural Building is a large two-story brick structure 
occupied by the various departments of the school of agriculture 
and experiment statioh. 

The Agricultural Annex is a frame structure designed especially 
for lectures and live stock judging. It will seat one hundred and 
twenty-five students.

The needs of this institution as expressed by the President and 
other officer are as follows: 

1. A larger income. 

2. Additional buildings. 

a. An agricultural building costing $60,000. 

b. An assembly ball costing $75,000. 

C. Extension of shops and laboratories, 
d. A gymnasium. 

3. A modern heating and power plant. 

4. Funds for repair and preservation of buildings. 

The following is quoted from the report of the President to this 
committee: 

Pressing as are these needs, the University officials recognize the 
futility of urging them all upon the Legislature. They have, therefore, 
decided to ask relief In two particulars only at the present time. In thus 
limiting their requests they feel that certain vital interests of the Uni- 
versity are being relegated to the background In the hope that certain 
others, selected as most deserving of attention, may be favorably regarded. 

Your special consideration of the following is therefore respectfully 
solicited: 

1. A new building and equipment for the Agricultural Department. 

In accepting the U. S. Endowment and the donations of John Purdue 
and others, the State has pledged itself to the adequate and perpetual 
maintenance of Purdue University as a college of agriculture and the 
mechanic arte. It has, however, failed to recognize the fact that instruc- 
tion In agriculture, in order to be attractive and successful, requires a 
greater proportional expenditure of money than does technical training 
In the other Industries. Our school of agriculture has no^ been supported 
In a manner commensurate with the importance of agriculture to the 
State. 

We are striving to maintain our school of agriculture upon a basis 
which leaves it with Insufficient facilities to receive the students who 
are coming to us, much more to extend knowledge and training among 
the farming classes as the best welfare of our State demands. The farmers 
are protesting against this state of affairs and are demanding of us and 
the State a recognition of their interests which shall be second to none. 
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Our quarters for instruction Id agriculture are wholly Inadequate. The 
number of students enrolled In this course has Increased from forty rflvc lu 
1896-97 to 128 in 1899-1900. We expect a still larger increase this year. 
Two years ago a temporary frame building costing about £1,500 was 
erected to accommodate some of their classes. Such a makeshift can not 
satisfy our students or the industry which they represent 

We need and we ask for a substantial modern building, containing 
proper rooms and laboratories for Instruction in agriculture, horticulture, 
veterinary science, animal industry and dairying. This means a building 
with not less than twelve rooms, exclusive of offices, each with a working 
capacity of not less than fifty students. With its proper equipment for 
heat, light, ventilation and furniture such a building would cost not less 
than $60,000. 

Additional Instructional force is needed to care for our students. It 
is desirable to develop new courses of study if our school is to stand for 
progress. To supply all of these needs, we ask that $10,000 per annum be 
appropriated for the next two years. 

2. A university assembly hall. 

The largest room In the University seats comfortably less than 500 
persons and is located In the third story of one of our buildings. This is 
the only place available for our daily chapel service, and any public lec- 
ture or similar function, Including commencement exercises. The number 
of students on the grounds at this date, November 20th, is over 900, and 
will exceed 1,000 during the present year. The faculty and employes num- 
ber over 100. The trustees, faculty and students believe that there should 
be here a worthy and dignified building sufficient to seat 1,500 persons 
with comfort, and of a character commensurate with a great State Insti- 
tution. Conservative estimates of the cost of such a building are not less 
than $75,000, for which amount we respectfully make request. 

The committee agrees with the President in his forcible state- 
ment of the need of a new agricultural building. It is impressed 
with the neglected condition in the Department of Agriculture, not- 
withstanding the fact that one of the leading purposes of the insti- 
tution originally was "to teach such branches of learning as are 
related to agriculture." It is the opinion of the committee that an 
enlargement of the accommodation for students in the school of 
agriculture, and a better equipment for research in this department 
will encourage an increase of the number of students in this course, 
and make th*> good and power of the institution felt to a greater 
degree among the agricultural class of citizens of the State. 

The committee therefore would recommend for an agricultural 
building and equipment an appropriation of $60,000 and $10,000 
annually to maintain the same. 

The committee does not deem the need of an Assembly Hall so 
urgent as to warrant the appropriation asked for this purpose at 
this time, and therefore declines to favorably recommend it. 



INDIANA UNIVERSITY. 

Joseph Swain, President. 

Indiana University is situated at Bloomington, the county seat 
of Monroe County, and a center of the ooiitic stone industry. 

RELATION TO THE STATE. 

By virtue of the State Constitutions of 1816 and 1851, and the 
acts of the General Assembly thereunder, the Indiana University 
is the State University of Indiana. In order that there might be 
no doubt of the special relationship of the University to the State 
under the new Constitution of 1851, the General Assembly of 
1852 tPacted that "the institution established by an act entitled 
'an act to establish a college in the State of Indiana,' approved Jan- 
uary 28, 1828, is hereby recognized as the University of the State." 
(Act approved June 17, 1852; see p. 30); and again the General 
Assembly of 1867 characterized it as the "University of the State," 
(Act approved March 8, 1867; see p. 33.)

The Board of Trustees of Indiana University, in presenting their 
claim for the needs of the University, filed with the committee their 
statement in writing, which is herein set out hs follows, to wit: 
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Id order that the committee ma; see full; tbe needs of the University, 
we make the following statement of facts; 

Indiana University, In common with other State universities of the 
West and Northwest, has had free tuition. There has been, however, a' 
contingent fee of five dollars per term in addition to small charges for the 
use of the library, laboratories and gymnasium. The trustees for several 
years have desired to abolish the contingent fee in the departments of 
liberal arts as soon as they could do so. They have felt that instruction 
should be absolutely free in all parts of the public school system of which 
Indiana University is an essential part. Never until now have they seen 
their way to do so. The income of about $10,000 per year from these fees 
is much needed for the proper equipment of the University, but notwith- 
standing these needs, they have thought best to pass the following resolu- 
tion, which explains itself: 

"Whereas, It is desirable that admission and attendance at Indiana 
University be absolutely free to the people of the State, 

"Resolved, That from and after January 1, 1901, all contingent fees be 
abolished, except In the school of law: Provided, however. That this 
resolution shall not be construed 4o do away with a reasonable charge for 
the use of the gymnasium, library and equipment and supplies in the 
laboratories." 

On February 7, 1000, Wylie Hall was partially burned. The fire 
originated from a chemical explosion. It was purely an accident and no 
one was at fault In the matter. Every effort was made to extinguish the 
flames, but the upper story, excepting the brick walls, was consumed be- 
fore the fire could be put out. Both the building and contents were fully 
Insured. The insurance companies paid 519,404.90. This would have been 
sufficient to rebuild and refit the building as it was before the fire. The 
trustees decided, however, that it was economy to place a third story on 
the building, which was done at a cost of about $10,000. The whole build- 
ing is now fireproof. 

A stone observatory building and a telescope of 12-lnch aperture have 
about been completed on the campus. The total cost of the equipped 
observatory was about $13,000. All these contracts were advertised in 
State papers and trade journals and let to the lowest bidders in each case. 

It will be observed that the abolition of the contingent fee in order 
that admission and attendance at Iudlana University be absolutely free 
to the people of the State leaves the University absolutely without funds 
for building and other improvements. Had the trustees abolished the 
contingent fee In 1895, the year of the passage of the fraction of a mill 
tax for the three State Institutions of higher learning, the following Im- 
provements would not have been made: 

1. Central heating plant (in part) $9,000 00 

2. Addition to campus 7,500 00 

3. Men's gymnasium 13,000 00 

4. Third story to Wylie Hall... ■ 10,000 00 

5. Observatory and equipment 13,000 00 

$52,500 00 
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These Improvements, amounting to $52,500 in the past five years, 
though the University Is very much crowded, have made it possible to care 
for the increasing number of students. Under the new arrangement 
in regard to fees we will have absolutely nothing for building purposes 
without crippling our teaching force. 

In 1897-98 the total expenditure for higher education In colleges of 
liberal arts, including private, denominational, and State institutions, In 
Illinois, was $1,613,180; In Ohio, $1,121,827; in Michigan, $644,061; and In 
Indiana, $491,073. Thus In the three States bordering Indiana on the east, 
north and west, the amount of money devoted to higher education is 
much greater than In Indiana. But not only Is tbis true In absolute 
amount, but relatively the money expended per capita is about twice as 
great In Illinois as in .Indiana, and decidedly greater In both Michigan 
and Oblo than in Indiana. By the census of 1890 the number of people 
in Illinois was 3,826,351; In Ohio, 3,672,316; in Michigan, 2,093,880; and in 
Indiana, 2,192,404. Thus In Illinois, not allowing for Increase in popula- 
tion since 1800, there is expended $0.42 per capita each year for higher 
education; in Ohio. $0.28; in Michigan, $0.27; in Indiana, $0.22. It seems, 
then, that if tlie people of Illinois, Ohio and Michigan need to promote 
higher education for themselves it is much more urgent In Indiana. 
Nevertheless, Michigan provides four times as much for her State Uni- 
versity as Indiana, and Illinois and Ohio each twice as much as Indiana. 

We desire in this connection to point out the fact that for the build- 
ings now on the campus the State of Indiana has appropriated directly 
but $120,000. Owen, Wylle and Mitchell halls were built from the $50,000 
given by Monroe County and the Insurance money paid for the loss by 
fire In 18S3. Sixty-five thousand dollars was given by the State in 1889 
for Maxwell Hall, $50,000 in 1893 for Kirk wood Hall, and $5,000 in 1897 
for heating plant. All the other buildings have been made from the fees 
of students as explained above. The total estimated value of the build- 
ings is nbout $240,000. Compare this with the value of buildings of the 
State universities In neighboring States with which Indiana has to com- 
pete. We have not the statistics since 1897 and we know that all these 
institutions have had additions since that date. In 189< the value of 
buildings was: 

University of Wisconsin $1,109,000 

University of Minnesota 1,026,500 

University of Michigan 951,757 

University of California 646,793 

University of Illinois 670,000 

University of Missouri 649,600 

University of Ohio. :.'. 410,000 

University of Kansas 400,000 

While the value of the property of Indiana University is at least 
$4<Hi,O0O, less than one-third of this amount was directly appropriated for 
buildings. 

Indiana University has grown more rapidly in attendance than In the 
addition of buildings. As a result, all departments are very greatly 
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crowded. Every foot of space in all the buildings, Including basements 
and attics, is utilized. In order to provide more room for students, 
classes are running all day, morning and afternoon. Seven departments 
are wholly or In part in basements and attics. The administration offices 
and the classes of eight teachers are in the building used for a library. 
All this space is needed for other purposes. No assembly room is pro- 
vided. The chapel services and other gatherings are held In the men's 
gymnasium. The laboratories are very much crowded. No museum ia 
provided. The demand for library facilities is greatly In excess of the 
supply. 

A visit to the library and laboratories of Indiana University will show 
we think that while there are other needs, the Immediate and most press- 
ing needs are. a new library and a new science building. A chapel build- 
ing Is highly desirable, but we can for the present use the gymnasium 
for the audience room, a chapel and the gymnasium exercises proper. 
Unless we can have better facilities for the use of our library and better 
rooms and more rooms for science our work will necessarily be curtailed 
and crippled. Several science departments have no quarters specially 
fitted up for them. The present building used as a library is inadequate 
both as to size and in adaptation for library purposes. We ask to present 
to you for your consideration plans and specifications of a library building 
and an outline for a science building. 

The library of the University of Wisconsin cost $450,000; Minnesota, 
$175,000; Illinois, $150,000; Nebraska, $110,000. As a rule the buildings 
that have been erected prior to the last ten years are too small and are 
not well adapted for modern library purposes. There have been within this 
time immense strides in library work. 

Our science departments (chemistry, physics, geology, zoology and 
botany are too much dependent upon basements and attics. Our meager 
room for science work compared with other State universities may be 
judged by the following facts: Science buildings for the departments 
included above had cost previous to 1807— 

University of Wisconsin $400,000 

University of Minnesota 220,000 

University of Michigan 200,000 

University of Missouri 100,000 

The Board of Trustees asks for an appropriation for a science 
building to cost $150,000, and for an additional sum of $7,300 to 
equip the same. They do not furnish to the committee any plana 
or specifications for a science building, but claim that it will require 
the sum asked for to build such a building as they desire for the 
_ University. They state that while they fool the need of the library 
building they will not ask for an appropriation for this purpose at 
this time, but will be content with an appropriation for a science 
building. 



The committee believes that a suitable science building that will 
answer all the needs of the University for a number of years can 
be erected for the sum of $100,000, and therefore recommend that 
this sum be appropriated for a fire-proof building and equipment. 

The title to the property held by the University being in the 
name of "The Trustees of Indiana University," the committee 
would recommend that before this appropriation be made the trus- 
tees execute a deed conveying to the State of Indiana all the prop- 
erty held by them as trustees of said University. 



INDIANA STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 
W. W. Parsons, Psesiiiest. 

This institution is located almost in the heart of the thriving 
city of Terra Haute. 

The act of the General Assembly which created the State Nor- 
mal School was approved December 20, 1865. This act defined the 
object of the school to be "the preparation of teachers for teaching 
in the common schools of Indiana," provided for the appointment 
of a board of trustees, the location of the buildings, the organiza- 
tion of a training school fund for the adoption of courses of study, 
and created the Normal School fund for the maintenance of the 
institution. The act further required the trustees to locate the 
school at the town or city of the State that should obligate itself to 
give the largest amount in cash or buildings and grounds to secure 
the school. The city of Terre Haute was the only place to offer any 
inducement to secure the institution. A tract of ground three hun- 
dred feet square near the center ef the city, valued at $35,000, and 
$50,000 in cash were offered, and the city agreed to maintain for- 
ever one-half the necessary expense of keeping the buildings and 
grounds in repair. This liberal offer was accepted, and the con- 
struction of the building was begun. Aided by subsequent legisla- 
tive appropriations, the trustees were able to complete the building 
partially,, and the school was opened January 6, 1870. The pro- 
fessional training of teachers was an experiment in Indiana, and 
the institution began its work without the confidence and united 
support of the people of the State. 

The school limits its attention and work to this one thing — the 
preparation of teachers for teaching in the common schools of the ' 
State. No person is admitted who does not enter for the purpose 
of preparing to teach in the common schools of the State, and all 
the work of the school has this one end in view. 

The following table exhibits the number enrolled during each 
term since the organization of the school, the average term enroll- 
ment, and the whole number of different students for the regular 
academic year: 
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Our quarters for Instruction In agriculture are wholly Inadequate. The 
number of students enrolled In this course has increased from forty 7 flve In 
1806-97 to 128 in 1899-1900. We expect a still larger Increase this year. 
Two years ago a temporary frame building costing about 91,500 was 
erected to accommodate some of their classes. Such a makeshift can not 
satisfy our students or the Industry which they represent. 

We need and we ask for a substantial modern building, containing 
proper rooms and laboratories for Instruction In agriculture, horticulture, 
veterinary science, animal Industry and dairying. This means a building 
with not less than twelve rooms, exclusive of offices, each with a working 
capacity of not less than fifty students. With Its proper equipment for 
heat, light, ventilation and furniture such a building would cost not less 
than $60,000. 

Additional instructional force is needed to care for our students. It 
is desirable to develop new courses of study If our school is to stand for 
progress. To supply all of these needs, we ask that $10,000 per annum be 
appropriated for the nest two years. 

2. A university assembly hall. 

The largest room in the University seats comfortably less than 500 
persons and is located in the third story of one of our buildings. This Is 
the only place available for our daily chapel service, and any public lec- 
ture or similar function, Including commencement exercises. The number 
of students on the grounds at this date, November 20th, is over 900, and 
will exceed 1,000 during the present year. The faculty and employes num- 
ber over 100. The trustees, faculty and students believe that there should 
be here a worthy and dignified building sufficient to seat 1,500 persons 
with comfort, and of a character commensurate with a great State Insti- 
tution. Conservative estimates of the cost of such a building are not less 
than $75,000, for which amount we respectfully make request. 

The committee agrees with the President in his forcible state- 
ment of the need of a new agricultural building. It is impressed 
with the neglected condition in the Department of Agriculture, not- 
withstanding the fact that one of the leading purposes of the insti- 
tution originally was "to teach such branches of learning as are 
related to agriculture." It is the opinion of the committee that an 
enlargement of the accommodation for students in the school of 
agriculture, and a better equipment for research in this- department 
will encourage an increase of the number of students in this course, 
and make th* good and power of the institution felt to a greater 
degree among the agricultural class of citizens of the State. 

The committee therefore would recommend for an agricultural 
building and equipment an appropriation of $60,000 and $10,000 
annually to maintain the same. 

The committee does not deem the need of an Assembly Hall so 
urgent as to warrant the appropriation asked for this purpose at 
tlii;- time, and therefore declines to favorablv recommend it. 



INDIANA UNIVERSITY. 

Joseph Swain, President. 

Indiana University is situated at Bloomington, the county seat 
of Monroe County, and a center of the oolitic stone industry. 

RELATION TO THE STATE. 

By virtue of the State Constitutions of 1816 and 1851, and the 
acts of the General Assembly thereunder, the Indiana University 
is the State University of Indiana. In order that there might be 
no doubt of the special relationship of the University to the State 
under the new Constitution of 1851, the General Assembly of 
!852 enacted that "the institution established by an act entitled 
'an act to establish a college in the State of Indiana,' approved Jan- 
uary 28, 1828, is hereby recognized as the University of the State." 
(Act approved June 17, 1852; see p. 30); and again the General 
Assembly of 1867 characterized it as the "University of the State." 
(Act approved March 8, 1867; seep. 33.) 

The growth in attendance at the University is best shown by 
the following table: 



Of this the city of Terre Haute has donated real estate valued 
at $50,000 'and $50,000 in cash, leaving the State's investment 
$242,000. By the terms of the original contract between the city 
of Terre Haute and the State, the city maintains one-half the ex- 
pense of all necessary repairs to the buildings and grounds. By 
reference to the table on this page, it will be noted that the 
item of repairs for the last fiscal year amounted to $798.44. The 
city will pay into the Normal School treasury one-half of this 
amount— $399.22.

The institution is supported mainly by the tax of one-twentieth 
of one mill levied and collected under the act of 1895. This 
yielded in the year ending October 31, 1899, $65,546.26, and the 
year ending October 31, 1900, $66,000. A library fee of two dol- 
lars per term is paid by each student. This yields about $5,000 
per year, and is devoted exclusively to the purchase of books and 
periodicals for the library, binding, etc. 

The proceeds of the tax are paid semiannually to the treasurer, 
Hon. W. R. McKeen, who credits the Indiana State Normal School 
with the money thus received on the general or maintenance fund. 
The library fees are deposited with the treasurer, and con- 
stitute the library fund. Two passbooks are kept, showing >the- 
account with the treasurer on each of these funds. All money is 
paid out on orders upon the treasurer, signed by the secretary of 
the Board of Trustees, itemized bills in duplicate having been pre- 
sented to and approved by the trustees at- a regular monthly meet- 
ing. When the orders on the treasurer are delivered, the itemized 
bills are receipted and the original voucher sent to the Auditor of 
State; the duplicate is retained by the institution. They are prop- 



erly marked and numbered and then filed in the fireproof vault for 
preservation. The treasurer retains the orders or warrants on 
which he paid out the funds of the institution. The school has in 
its possession stubs which correspond to the orders drawn, and 
vouchers for all funds paid out. From the stubs the ledger ac- 
counts are made up, the items being classified as shown m the secre- 
tary's published reports. 

The law does not require it, but by rule of the trustees both the 
treasurer and the secretary are required to give bond, the former 
in the sum of $40,000, the latter in the sum of $10,000. 

SYSTEM OF HEATING AND VENTILATING. 

The buildings of the State Xormal School are heated and ven- 
tilated by the warm blast system supplemented by direct radiation. 

Ten thousand feet of steam heated pipes are enclosed by brick 
walls. The air from the outside is taken in at a point fifteen feet 
above the surface, and by means of a large fan driven by a twelve 
horse-power engine, is blown over three hot coils and through a 
large duct into the buildings. From this large duct smaller ducts 
branch at proper points and carry the warm fresh air through the 
various rooms. In order to have the rooms sufficiently heated with- 
out taking in the air at too high a temperature, this system is re- 
inforced by direct radiation in ever;' room. 

Three tubular boilers with an aggregate capacity of one hundred 
and twenty-five horse-power supply the steam and power for this 
work. In ordinary weather two of these are sufficient. 

In this connection the committee wishes to call the attention of 
the Legislature to the low cost of heating and ventilating the two 
very large buildings of this institution. The combined capacity of 
these two buildings is over 1,300,000 cubic feet. Notwithstanding 
the increased cost of coal, the cost of heating and ventilating for 
the year ending October 31, 1808, was $835.92; for the year end- 
ing«Octobcr 31, 1900, $725.80. This institution practically did 
away with the smoke nuisance. Although this institution consumes 
annually about 800 tons of slack coal, one will hardly see at any 
time more smoke issuing from the large stack than is produced by 
an ordinary soft coal grate in a residence. This economy and this 
cleanliness are due to the use of Honey patent automatic stokers, 
which secure almost perfect combustion of the cheap slack coal 
used. 



The Board of Trustees presented to the committee their needs 
for this institution in writing as follows: 

The new building, which contains the library, the laboratories, the 
gymnasia, and the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. rooms with an equip- 
ment which 'has cost in the neighborhood of $75,000, stands near our east 
property line. Adjoining this is a lot about forty feet wide containing a 
two-story frame house wliieh is only ten feet from our building. This 
wooden building obstructs the light and is a constant menace to our 
property, with its valuable equipment. If this house should at any time 
take fire it would greatly endanger the splendid property which the State 
has built up since the loss of this building by Are twelve years ago. 
This lot with its wooden dwelling could be bought by the State for $5,000, 
and we believe that to buy it would be an excellent investment for the 
State to make. It might fall into other hands at any time and be held 
at a much higher price than $5,000. 

The desirability of appropriating money enough to enlarge the boiler 
house and to put in an electric lighting plant was presented to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of two years ago. The trustees make no formal request 
for an appropriation for this purpose, nor for purchasing the property 
adjoining our library building. They feel that they have performed the 
duty under the law when they have stated the condition of the institution 
under their charge. They leave the matter entirely in the hands of the 
Legislature. 

We are glad to report that the school is in every way in the most 
satisfactory condition. The property is In good repair, the attendance 
Is large and enthusiastic, the faculty are capable, earnest and devoted 
to their work, the utmost harmony prevails, and we believe it can safely 
be asserted that never before has the Indiana State Normal School been 
so fully accomplishing its true mission— "the preparation of teachers for 
teaching in the public schools of Indiana." 

The estimated cost to enlarge the boiler house and to put in an electric 
lighting plant is $8,500. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The committee recommends that no appropriation he made for 
the purchase of the lot on which is located a two-story frame build- 
ing referred to by the Board of Trustees in stating the needs of the 
institution to the committee. 

The committee believes that it would be a great saving to the 
Stat* to enlarge the boiler house and to put in an electric lighting 
plant, as about $400 per year can be saved to the State and at the 
same time secure additional light that this institution needs, but 
does not now have, without additional cost. 

The committee therefore recommends a specific appropriation ■ 
for boiler-house and electric light plant of $8,500, or so much 
thereof as may be needed.

GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

Concerning general appropriations, as stated by the Board of 
Managers, an increase of $5,000 is asked in tlie annual appropria- 
tion for maintenance, also of $9 per capita for each pupil present 
over a daily average of 309 each month. The reason for these in- 
creases is the increased cost of support on account of the advanced 
and advancing prices for food supplies, clothing and other commod- 
ities of all kinds; the increased cost of coal over natural gas for 
fuel; the necessity for additional teachers, attendants, and em- 
ployes, and especially for tin* employment of a skilled specialist in 
the treatment of the eye and ear. The salaries and wages of those 
who suffered a reduction three years ago during the then existing 
era of low prices, should he restored in whole or in part and the 
wages paid some of the others should he slightly increased. Res- 
toration in some cases and increase in others would not be extrava- 
gance, on the contrary, it would simply be justice to those con- 
cerned, and generally would result in drawing the better class and 
insure more efficient service. 

The amount appropriated at the present time for current ex- 
penses and repairs, $4,000 annually, will be sufficient for the term 
for which new appropriations are to be made. 

An increase of $l,f>00 annually is asked for the industries, to the 
end that the industrial education of our boys and girls may be made 
more effective by the addition to the list of trades now taught, of 
tinwork for the boys and cooking for the girls. Increased cost of 
materials used in the shops is also to be considered. 



SPECIFIC APPROPRIATIONS. 

Concerning these, the Board saya: "If the institution is to re- 
main where it is now for an uncertain number of years, the im- 
provements and repairs and additions asked for are absolutely nec- 
essary and should be attended to at once in order to keep the State's 
property in half-way decent condition and to more fully carry out 
the purposes for which the school stands. An inspection of the 
premises will show the necessity for boiler-house roof and roof re- 
pairs generally; for the painting of the buildings and repair of 
stucco work; for brick and cement work immediately surrounding 
the buildings; for farm fencing; and for replacing with iron bed- 
steads the wooden slat, uncleanly and cumbersome wooden bed- 
steads now used by the pupils for fifty years, more or less. 

''Concerning the cement floor in the cellar of the schoolhouse, 
the paving of the north drive, the laying of new steam pipe in the 
tunnel from the boiler-house to the schoolhouse, the new sewer line 
through the first court to Washington street, and increasing the 
electric light plant, we simply ask that you investigate existing con- 
ditions and act accordingly. We believe them all to be necessary 
at this time for the health of the pupils, for preserving the physical 
condition of the property and for genuine economy. 

"If, however, it should be determined to change the location of 
the institution and erect a new one, then none of the specified ap- 
propriations called for would be necessary, excepting the iron beds 
for pupils and perhaps relaying of the steam pipe to the schoolhouse 
in an oak box. At the present time, the boxing around this pipe is 
rotten, the pipe is rusted and leaks and the whole is in bad condi- 
tion. In all other cases repair arid patchwork paid for from the 
regular current expenses and repair fund may be resorted to for 
two or three years, as it would be necessary to keep up the physical 
condition of the property to a high grade. 

INCREASED CAPACITY. 

"During the past eight years, the average annual admission of 
new pupils has been 45, the average annual discharge of pupils 23. 
If it were not for the nonattendance, those who are entitled to re- 
turn each vear but do not do so, because of sickness and other 
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causes, it would have become impossible sometime ago to receive 
new pupils, except as old ones were discharged. We have now 
reached that point. "What shall be done? 

"In 1869 the capacity of the institution was given at 186, and 
urgent demand was made for increased accommodation. This de- 
mand was answered and a new building erected, which, it was 
claimed (although we doubt it) would increase the capacity to 286. 
In 1875 another demand was made for still further increase in or- 
der to relieve the congested condition in dormitory and dining-room 
and to properly separate and care for the increasing number of very 
young boys and girls agreeable to modern requirements, which was 
constantly reducing existing capacity rather than increasing it. 
The demand has never been answered except by the removal of 
the Superintendent from the main building to a residence upon 
the grounds, which resulted in an increased capacity in dormitory 
and dining-room of SO, making a total crowded capacity of 316. 
During the last scholastic year the enrollment was 346, and they 
were taken care of by excessive crowding, the extreme capacity be- 
ing pushed to 350, which would allow in the dormitories but-500 
cubic feet of breathing space to a bed. This excessive crowding of 
the dormitories is unsanitary and unhealthful and an injustice to 
the pupils and parents, the latter of whom deserve and demand 
better treatment as taxpayers for their children. A't the present 
time the beds are so closely crowded together as to prevent chairs, 
one for each bed, being placed in the dormitories. If 800 cubic 
feet of breathing space should be allowed for each bed the total 
capacity would be reduced to 225. Under such an arrangement 
chairs could be provided, and the \in sanitary and unhealthful con- 
dition avoided. 

"The dining-rooms at the present time are overcrowded, every 
available inch at the tables being utilized. The tables are so 
closely arranged as to make it difficult for those serving the tables 
to pass between them when the pupils are seated. 

"It is for the above reasons, inadequately set forth, that we rec- 
ommend the building of two dormitory buildings, one for boys and 
one for girls, and the extension of the present main dining-room. 
These buildings, 40x96x40 feet, three stories high, built of brick 
upon stone foundation, properly plumbed, heated and furnished, 
would cost $25,000, and provide sleeping room for 100 pupils, thus 
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increasing the total capacity of the institution to 425, allowing 800 
cubic feet of breathing space to each bed. The lower floors and 
basements of the buildings would be used for bathrooms, water- 
closets, study-rooms, etc., thus affording some degree of separation 
of the pupils, a thing to be greatly desired. 

"If the present dining-room be enlarged by extending the west 
wall further east, the cost will be about $5,000. This will give 
more space to both bakeshop and kitchen under the dining-room, 
which is needed, but will tend to decrease the light therein, 
which is even now poor unless some arrangement be made to espe- 
cially obviate this. To make this dining-room on the lower floor of 
one of the new dormitory buildings, for a portion of the pupils, 
would not be satisfactory, because of the great distance from the 
kitchen. 

"In view, however, of the constantly recurring talk concerning 
the sale of the institution's present holdings within the city limits, 
removal to some point outside the city limits upon cheaper land, 
and the erection of modern buildings upon widely different plans 
than now obtain, it is difficult to know what to advise in the way 
of permanent improvements or repairs, if any at all, upon the pres- 
ent site and buildings. If the institution is to remain where now 
situated, with its old and ill-arranged buildings (erected in 1850), 
then large sums of money must be put into improvements, repairs 
and additions. Even after this is done there will still remain for 
one of the State's great institutions a "patched-up" group of build- 
ings, absolutely incommensurate with modern requirements for an 
educational institution with both sexes in attendance, with indus- 
trial and literary departments, with oral and sign departments, with 
kindergarten, primary, intermediate and academic grades, with 
boys and girls from seven to twenty-one years of age, and the whole 
requiring proper division and separation, general supervision, and 
with many, and especially the younger, close personal attendance. 
These things can not be fully and properly put into execution un- 
der existing conditions, nor can they in the future upon the present 
site. 

"We believe that the best interests of the deaf children of the 
State wilt be subserved in their moral, industrial and literary train- 
ing by the removal of the institution to another site outside the 
eity limits, and the erection of more buildings upon a plan conserv- 



ing the good' and advantageous features of both the segregate and 
congregate plans of building an institution." 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Concerning the removal of this institution the committee agrees 
with the views of the Board of Trustees as expressed in the fore- 
going paragraphs, and would recommend that the General Assem- 
bly take such steps and pass such law as will call for immediate ac- 
tion in the premises. In view of the high value of the land belong- 
ing to this institution and the urgent needs of improvements neces- 
sary for the institution to work out its greatest good and place it in 
the front rank of educational institutions for the deaf, a credit to 
the cause and to the State, the committee believes that it would be 
wise to sell all the lands and buildings and move this institution to 
another site. The present buildings are old, badly arranged, not 
constructed agreeable to modern thought and progressiveness. Two 
railroads pass through the grounds near to the buildings, the shops 
and yards of one company being at one end of the park and the 
yards of the other at the other end. The regular trains and switch 
engines are constantly passing and repassing and are a nuisance 
with their smoke, noise and dirt, and for many other reasons this is 
not an ideal site for such a school. The property of this institution 
is all deeded to the State "for the only proper use, benefit and be- 
hoof of the trustees of the Indiana Asylum for Educating the Deaf 
and Dumb and their successors and assigns forever." A sale of 
these properties and reinvestment in lands and modern buildings 
out of the proceeds at some point outside the city limits would, in 
the judgment of this committee, be wise. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The committee finds that there were present at this institution 
during the year ending October 31, 1900, a daily average of 322 
pupils, that the institution received for maintenance, including the 
per capita of $195 per pupil iu excess of 309, the sum of $62,814, 
making a per capita cost of $195.08. The committee would recom- 
mend an appropriation of $65,000 per annum and an additional ap- 
propriation of $195 per capita per annum for each pupil in excess 
of a daily average of 322. The committee would recommend an 
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appropriation of $4,000 annually for repairs provided the institu- 
tion be not removed from its present location, or an appropriation 
of $2,000 provided the institution be removed. For industries the 
committee recommends $4,500 per annum.

RECOMM EN D ATIONS. 

The committee would recommend an appropriation for mainte- 
nance of $101,200 annually, and $1G0 additional for every person 
present over a daily average of 621, and for repairs $4,000 per 
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The committee has endeavored to thoroughly investigate the con- 
ditions from which the needs calling for specific appropriations 
arise. It finds that the water supply is insufficient for lawn pur- 
poses and fire protection; that the horse barn is almost worthless, 
affording very imperfect shelter from rain and storm; that cement 
floors in the basements would improve the sanitary conditions of 
the buildings and that the boiler-house chimney is damaged by 
storm and in need of repair. 

Therefore the following appropriations, or so much thereof as 
may be required, are hereby recommended: 

For water works $10,000 

For farm buildings of brick, with slate roof 4,000 

For electrical and painters' work shop 1,000 

For cement floors in basements 5,000

The following appropriations are recommended by the Medical 
Superintendent for the biennial period ending October 31, 1903: 

1. For maintenance, $90,000 annually and $165 per annum for 
all patients in excess of 520. It is claimed that the cost per capita 
in an institution maintained on the cottage plan is higher than in 
the other institutions. It is shown that the per capita cost for the 
year ending Ocober 31, 1900, was $170.43. 

2. The repair fund asked for is $10,000 annually, an increase 
of $2,500 per year over the repair fund of 1900, and of $5,000 per 
year over the repair fund of 1S99. The Superintendent says: "As 
the property grows older deterioration is more rapid, and the addi- 
tion of new buildings increases the demands upon this fund, and 
there is always demand for minor improvements which can not be i 
anticipated. There is now in sight the necessity of renewing a part 
of the laundry machinery and increasing its capacity, enlarging the 
bakery and extending the bathing facilities of at least two cottages. 
The increase of this fund to about $10,000 I regard as one of.the 
most urgent needs of the institution." 

3. Two cottages, one to accommodate not less than fifty patients 
in the department for men, to .increase the capacity of this depart- 
ment, and one to accommodate not less than fifty patients in the 
department for women, to improve the classification and increase 
the capacity of this department. The cost of these two cottages is 
estimated at $62,000. 
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4. A farm of 300 acres, estimated to cost $24,000. On this 
question the superintendent says: "The quiet chronic cases, the 
cases of periodical insanity and a proportion of the convalescents 
may be transferred, some temporarily and others permanently, 
to this farm and domiciled in plain, substantial, yet inexpensive 
buildings, and at the same time continue under the executive and 
medical direction of the existing official staff. Occupation of a 
simple and healthful character could there be offered the active 
insane individual, where now it is quite impossible to keep him 
employed." 

5. Additional Offices.: — The Superintendent recommends an*ad- 
dition to the administration building for the purpose of providing 
more office room. Plans are submitted and the cost estimated at 
$7,000. 

6. Enlargement and Equipment of Boiler House. — The pur- 
pose for which this appropriation is asked is to extend the boiler 
house and coal bins so that a larger amount of coal may be stored 
at a time, thereby saving expense; to increase the capacity of 
the steam plant by the addition of one 150 H. P. boiler, and 
to enlarge the electric light plant. The estimated cost is $8,000. 

7. Sewage Disposal. — It is stated in connection with this re- 
quest that the State Board of Health has condemned the present 
system and that the neighbors frequently complain about it. The 
remedy suggested is the construction of nitration beds, at a cost of 
about $15,000. 

8. Six stokers for boilers, $3,900. 

9. Cement floors in basements, $3,500. 

RECOMMENDATION S. 

The committee, after carefully considering all of the requests 
of this institution, finds that the average daily number of patients 
present during the year ending October 31, 1900, was 571, that 
the total amount received for maintenance was $98,314, making a 
per capita cost of $172. 17. The statistics gathered by the Board 
of State Charities show that the average per capita cost of mainte- 
nance, exclusive of repairs, in the four hospitals for insane is 
$162.48. The committee believes that it would be fair to base the 
appropriation for maintenance in this institution upon a per capita 
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cost of $165. At this rate, on the basis of an average daily attend- 
ance of 600, the cost of maintenance would approximate $98,000. 
The committee recommends an appropriation for maintenance 
therefor of $98,000, and $160 per capita additional for each patient 
in excess of an average daily attendance of 600, and an appropria- 
tion for repairs of $4,000. 

Since the capacity of this institution is 670 and the average daily 
attendance for the past year was 571, and the new cottages recently 
opened are being rapidly filled with patients who have for some 
time been on the waiting list, and there is now a surplus capacity 
for only about fifty more patients, the committee believes that this 
institution will require another building for its needs before 
another session of the Legislature, and therefore recommends an 
appropriation of $31,000 for this purpose, to be available April 
1, 1902. 

The committee would not recommend the purchase of the farm 
asked for nor an appropriation for the additional offices. The 
question of sewage disposal is one which will require solution be- 
fore many years, but the committee does not feel that it is of suffi- 
cient importance at this time to warrant an appropriation for this 
purpose. The committee believes that the extension to the boiler 
house and the additional equipment for the same, increasing the 
capacity of the electric light plant and storage room for fuel, would 
result in a saving to the State, and therefore recommends an appro- 
priation for these purposes of $8,000. The committee recommends 
for six stokers for boilers $3,i)00, and for cement floors in basement 
$3,500.

This institution is asking for an appropriation of $28,500 with 
which to purchase 286 acres of land, and for the sum of $52,500 
for a central building and two cottages for a woman's colony. 
These two items are asked for upon the proviso that the bill ex- 
tending the age limit for admission of females, which was intro- 
duced in the Legislative session of 1899, shall be reintroduced and 
become a law (which was to take in all feeble-minded women of 
child-bearing age), which would without doubt cause three or four 
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Tmndred pressing applications for the admission of girls and 
women. 

The Board of Trustees of the institution make the following 
statement in reference to the State making provisions and care 
for the feeble-minded women: 

The reports we have made during the years of the institution's life, 
and especially during the last five or six years, have emphasized and re- 
emphaslzed the Importance of making provisions for the whole class of 
Idiotic and imbecile women of child-bearing age, as a protection to the 
State against the continual increase of the degenerated and dependent 
classes. We have demonstrated the fact that it is possible so to train a 
proportion of the feeble-minded that they shall, approximately, be self- 
supporting. We have Bhown an annually decreasing per capita cost, from 
$239 in 1888, to abcrut $133 In 1900; a decrease largely due to the profitable 
employment of our trained inmates, who are," and should be, permanent 
residents of the institution. We would again respectfully call your atten- 
tion to the great need of provisions for the class alluded to, and urge that 
It be supplied by the Legislature of 1901.

INDIANA STATE SOLDIERS' HOME.

This institution is located four miles from the city of Lafayette 
on a high elevation on the banks of the Wabash River. The home 
was established under an act of the General Assembly in 1895 for 
disabled and destitute soldiers, sailors and marines. The general 
condition of the property is excellent and the buildings, boilers 
and engines are all in good repair.

The lands were donated by Tippecanoe County and Col. R. P. 
DeHart, of Lafayette. Tippecanoe County also donated $6,000 in 
cash. The city of Lafayette donated property valued at $1,300. 

This institution draws from the State $12.50 per month for each 
soldier residing at the Home. The L'nited States Government pays 
to the State $100 per annum for each veteran in the Home and the 
same- goes toward reducing the expenses of the State in maintain- 
ing the veterans in the Home, as the money from the government 
is paid into the State treasury. Hence, the actual cost to the State 



for the maintenance of each veteran is only $50 per capita per 
annum. 

'J'he trustees made a statement in writing to the committee con- 
cerning its pension fund, which is herein set out as follows: 

Under the provisions of the statutes and by the rulea of the Home, 
every applicant for admission to the Indiana State Soldiers' Home fills 
out a printed form of application for admission. In this application, 
which is also a formal contract, the applicant covenants and agrees to 
pay Into the Home such portion of his or her pension as the rules of the 
Home may require. The statute provides that such pensions, so paid 
over to the Home shall be disposed of in one of three ways. First, If 
the veteran pensioner have a wife not in the Home, then the amount so 
paid in by him shall be sent to the wife and duplicate receipts be taken, 
one receipt to be turned over to the pensioner and one to be kept by the 
Adjutant; second, if such pensioner has no wife, but has a minor child 
or children, then the sum paid Into the Home shall be sent to said minor 
child or children and receipts be taken as In the first instance; third, if 
such pensioner should not have either a wife, or minor child or children, 
then the amount shall be paid in for the use and maintenance of the 
Home. The rule governing this payment of pension provides that when 
the veteran enters the Home unaccompanied by his wife, or If he be a 
Single man or a widower, then all the pension drawn per month in excess 
of $8 shall be turned into the Home for the maintenance of the Home. 
In the case of the veteran being accompanied by his wife, she remaining 
with him as a member of the Home, then such veteran agrees to pay into 
the Home the excess over $12 per month for the maintenance of the Home. 
The total amount of the pension paid into the Home under these agree- 
ments during the year ending October 31, 1900, was $2,689. This Home 
Fund has been used for furnishing extras In the matter of comforts to 
the pensioner when sick or convalescent. In many Instances where they 
were helpless and needed constant personal nurses, these nurses were 
paid from this fund, and in the payment of funeral expenses this fund 
was drawn upon. It has been used to purchase books for the Home 
library, portions of it have been used In Improving the cemetery ground 
and portions In buildings and furniture, and In the general expenses of 
the Home. In connection with this pension fund we wish to call atten- 
tion to the act of the Legislature of 1899 (page 187) entitled an act con- 
cerning the management of benevolent, penal and reformatory institutions 
and tbe Indiana State Soldiers' Home. (H. B. 515, approved February 27, 
1899.) By this act, if the letter were strictly followed, then the Board of 
Trustees of the Indiana State Soldiers' Home would be required to pay 
Into the general fund of the State to be used for any and every purpose 
for which money might be required InBtead of being used for the 1 purpose 
for which It was paid into and received by the Home, this money derived 
from pensions. 

There is no objection to reporting to the Governor or to any other 
State officer the amount received from this as well as from any other 
source, but this Board of Trustees protests against the payment of this

fund into the general fund of the State. To do tola is a violation of the 
contract entered Into by and between the pensioner and the State of 
Indiana, and we claim as a fundamental principle of law that the Legis- 
lature transcends Its powers when It undertakes to set aside by statute, 
or express enactments, the written contracts of citizens of the State. The 
United States Pension Department permits the contracts to be made with 
the pensioner; the United States statutes which provide for soldiers' homes 
provide for this; in the report that is required to be made to the Board of 
Managers of the National Home hereinafter referred to, we are required 
to report the amount of "pension retained;" the courts hold in well adju- 
dicated cases that such contracts are legal and "binding and may be en- 
forced against the pensioner. We believe the law in so far as It applleB 
to this pension fund of the Soldiers' Home should be amended, excepting 
this fund from the provisions of the act.

Orphans, children of deceased Union soldiers or sailors in the 
army or navy of the United States In the late Civil War, said orphans not 
having mothers living. If there be not applications for the admlsson of 
persons of this class sufficient to fill said Home, then there shall be in like 
manner admitted: 

Second. Orphans, children of such deceased soldiers or sailors, said 
orphans having mothers living. If there be not applications for the ad- 
mission of persons of said two classes sufficient to fill said Home, then In 
like manner there shall be admitted: 

Third. Children of permanently disabled or Indigent soldiers or sailors 
of said service residing in this State or in National military homes having 
been admitted thereto from this State.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The committee would recommend for maintenance $90,000 per 
annum, and $150 per capita for all over 567 daily average, and 
$3,500 annually for repairs. The committee believes that the 
needs for the iron fence and girls' pavilion are not urgent and 
that the purchase of additional farming land is not advisable; that 
the repairs to the dormitory floors may be made out of the repair 
fund or maintenance fund, and would not recommend appropria- 
tions for these purposes. The supply of water seems to be defi- 
cient, and suitable provision is not now made for fire protection. 
The committee would therefore recommend the appropriation 
asked for, the appropriation for the waterworks of $6,700, or SO 
much thereof as may be required. The outfit for manual training 
is needed for the better conduct of the industrial school, and the 
appropriation of $490 for this purpose is hereby recommended.

The committee feels that the request made by the Superin- 
tendent for many of the above supplies and improvements are ex- 
travagant. It can not see the necessity of the expenditure of 
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$10,000 annually for trade schools. It considers that the coat of 
survey of the grounds for grading the yard ought. not to exceed 
$25, which can be paid out of the maintenance fund. It believes 
that half of the amount of granitoid walks asked for would be suffi- 
cient; that since other institutions have purchased iron beds for 
$4 or less, this amount would be sufficient; that there can be no 
necessity for approximately a mile and three-quarters of sewer pipe 
line on so small a yard with close city connections; that the expense 
of vitrified brick paving for driveways is unnecessary; that the 
estimate for a suitable refrigerating plant is too low. For these 
reasons the committee makes the recommendations above. 

The committee would call the attention of the Legislature to the 
fact that the Superintendent is furnished a residence with his own 
kitchen and dining-room and his subsistence provided for by the 
State, but that no estimate could be given to the committee at the 
time of its visit there of the cost of the subsistence of the Superin- 
tendent or Assistant Superintendent. The committee would rec- 
ommend that such accounts be kept as will afford this information 
to the Legislature.

STATE SOLDIERS' AND SAILORS' MONUMENT. 

Oen. Fred Knefleb, President and Superintendent Board of Regents.. 

This monument, which is erected in memory of the soldiers and 
sailors of the late War of the Rebellion, is recognized the world 
over as being the most artistic, the most beautiful and symmetrical 
soldiers' monument that is in existence to-day. 

On the 25th day of February, 1899, the following act for the 

completion of the monument was passed by the General Assembly : 

An Act to Appropriate Money to Complete the State Soldiers' and Sailors'. 

Monument and Declaring an Emergency. 

(S. 283. Approved February 25, 1899.) 

Section 1. Be It enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 

Indiana, That the sum of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) be and 

the same la hereby appropriated out of the moneys In the State treasury 

not otherwse appropriated, which sum la to be in full for the completion 

of the State Soldiers' and Sailors' Monument and to pay for work already 

done, by order of the Board of Regents; Provided, That said monument 

be in all respects completed by the flrstydny of January, 1901, and provided 

further that any unexpended balance of said appropriation remaining on 

December 31, 1900, and after the completion of said monument, shall be 

returned to the general fund of the State treasury. 

The above appropriation, in the opinion of the Board of Regents, 
suffices for the entire completion of the monument in all of its 
main features, according to the original design. 

The Board of Regents has informed the committee that it has 
exhausted every effort to complete the monument January 1, 1901, 
as required by the above section 283, but has been prevented by 
circumstances beyond control to accomplish this much desired re- 
sult, but the board is of the opinion, and has every reason to be- 
lieve, that if nothing extraordinary shall occur, now at this time 
entirely unforeseen, the monument will be ready for dedication 
on#r before June 1, 1901. 

The Board of Regents respectfully requests that the General 
Assembly reappropriate the unexpended balance of the $100,000 
for the completion of. this, monument and extend the time for com- 



pletion to June 1, 1901, in order that the Board of Regents may be 
enabled to pay promptly all its obligations entered into on the 
contracts now in progress of completion. The unexpended balance 
is $34,131.93. 

The Legislature in 1899 made an appropriation for the mainte- 
nance of this monument as follows: 

To the Board of Regents of the State Soldiers' and Sailors' Mon- 
ument, $10,000: Provided, That said Board of Regents shall on 
the first day of each month file with the Auditor of State a state- 
ment of all the receipts for the preceding month, and pay said re- 
ceipts into the State treasury, and no part of said appropriation 
shall be paid unless this provision is complied with. (Acts 1899, 
page 534.) 

There was drawn against said appropriation the sum of 
$9,948.80.

GENERAL REMARKS. 

CREATING DEFICITS. 

The committee feels it to be its duty to call attention to the pre- 
vailing custom among the institutions to create deficiencies in tht 
appropriations made for them. 

This custom is so general that the committee is of the opinion 
that in many instances the deficiency is the result of design on the 
part of institution managers. 

Especially is this true in one instance where just prior to the 
appointment of this committee the managers of one institution 
without any authority whatever from any source took upon them- 
selves the self-constituted authority to begin an improvement that 
will cost $5,000. The committee feels that such conduct merits its- 
censure and condemnation. 

INSUEANCE. 

There is no uniform rule among the institutions as to the insur- 
ance of the State's property. The committee finds that the sum of 
$13,436.08 was paid out for insurance in the last two years. The 
committee feels that there should be an established rule upon this 
subject. If a portion of the property is to be insured, why not in- 
sure all? Then the premiums on the insurance of all will be so 
large that the committee is inclined to the belief that the State can 
best carry its own risk. The committee finds that much of the 
insurance in force is carried in European and Canadian companies. 
The committee suggests that there are sufficient reliable companies 
in Indiana, and especially in the United States, for the insurance of 
State property. 

* ARCHITECTS' FEES. 

Eor the two years ending October 31, 1900, the sum of 
$16,170.62 was paid for architects' fees. 

The committee finds it to be a fact that at the institutions where 
the largest per cent, was paid for architects' fees the State received 
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the poorest and cheapest buildings in design and construction, and 
in an institution where $80,000 was spent for new buildings and 
no architect employed, the State received the best buildings in 
design and construction that were provided for in the appropriation 
of two years ago. 

OFFICERS' SUBSISTENCE. 

The committee entertains serious doubts as to the wisdom of the 
policy of providing subsistence for the heads of these institutions. 
It may be all right to provide quarters for them, but the committee 
feels that it would be better policy for the officers to provide their 
own subsistence. In case the State does provide for the subsistence 
there should be kept a separate account which will show with abso- 
lute accuracy the amount of ail such expenses, and a separate ac- 
count should be kept for each principal officer. 

BOOKKEEPING. 

There is no uniformity in the bookkeeping of the institutions. 
Some of them have very good systems; others have very poor sys- 
tems, and some have practically none at all. 



The heating problem is a serious question. An equal amount 
of space in some institutions costs ten times as much as in others. 
The committee feels that this problem, with proper investigation, 
can be solved and a great amount of money saved to the State. The 
committee suggests that a law providing for the appointment by 
the Governor of a commission with authority to establish a uniform 
system of bookkeeping in the State institutions, and to solve and 
put in operation the best and cheapest heating system, would be 
of great benefit to the State.
